LONDON, July 27.— Fighting has begun along the Danube. 
Austria declared the answer to its ultimatum, which the Servian 
m inister Saturday delivered to the f Luna government, unsatisfactory, and 
gave the Servian diplomat his passports. 
No declaration of war has been made, and it is believed that none 
will he, since Servia has never subscribed to the Hague convention. 
The sending of his passports to the Servian minister, M. Jovanovitch, 
by the Austrian foreign office, however, is deemed equivalent to a declara­ 
tion of war. 
Whether all Europe will become involved 
in the conflict depends 
upon the attitude adopted by Germany and Russia. 
That Russia w ill not 
stay out of the trouble, but will help Servia against Austria, seem s cer­ 
tain from the official announcement of the czar's m inister of war that a 
struggle with Austria is inevitable. 
Germany will keep out if possible. 
Th.e kaiser, however, has warned 
the Russians that if troops are sen t. against Austria, the Fatherland w ill 
take the field. 
Italy, the third member of the triple alliance, will go with 
Germany. 
With Russia there will he England and France.
